Tampering With Reduction 
Gears On Heavy Cruiser 
Found By Inquiry 


WASHINGTON, (tPA naval board 
of inquiry has found indications of sa- 
botage on the machinery of the new 
heavy cruiser Vincennes, it was learn- 
| ed today at the Navy Department. 


The board was appointed to investi- 
/ gate mysterious damage to the reduc= 
|tion gears of the new cruiser which 
| was undergoing dock trials at Boston. 

The board found that one reduction 
gear box contained a heavy piece of 

' metal which, it was said, could not 
have been detached from the box or 
‘from the machinery it contained. 

Considerable damage was done to 
the gears. 

The board then opened the other 
turbine reduction gear boxes on the 
ship, and found that two were in per- 
fect order, but that the third contained 
a file which was not of navy use. 

Responsibility for the carelessness 
or sabotage was not fixed by the board 
but navy personnel was absolved from 
blame. 

The Vincennes, latest of the heavy 
cruisers to be commissioned, was built 
at the Fore River plant of the Beth- 
Quincy, Mass., and was launched in

58 counties have received a total of 


over $4,000,000 for cooperating in the 
1936 AAA Conservation Program, ac- 
cording to latest figures compiled by 
the State Agricultural Conservation 
Committee headquarters in Berkeley. 

Nearly $150,000 of the 1936 program 
payments went to stockmen who car- 
ried out approved 'range-building 
practices. A little over $3,890,000 has 
been distributed to farmers for di- 
verting cropland \from_ soil-depleting 
crops to soil-conserving crops and for 
carrying out approved  soil-building 
practices. 

Paments have been completed on a 
total of 20,550 applications submitted 
by farmers and stockmen for per- 
formance in the 1936 program. About 
15 applications remain to be paid for 
1936. Of those completed, some 19,500 
covered the cropland program and 
about 1,000 were for range payments. 

It was indicated at State Commit- 
tee headquarters that payments for 
participation in he 1937 Agriculural 
Conservation Program are expected to 
begin sometime this month.

N MY last column I talked about 
the manic - depressive form of 
psychosis. That form occurs among 
extroverts — those who are domi- 
nant, active and quick of thought. 
Schizophrenia, 
or dementia 
praecox, is the 
psychosis of the 
opposite type — 
the introvert. 

This type 
tends to develop 
in persons of 
the shut-in, se- 
clusive person- 
ality. In his 
physical char- 
aever,;. necks 
more frequently 
fair, tall and 
slender. 

These two 
forms of mental upsets are prob- 
ably the most deplorable of all 
kinds of insanity. Both are likely 
to develop before the age of 
twenty-five and ruin youths who 
otherwise would make useful citi- 
zens. 

Dementia praecox is much more 
common in boys than girls. It 
occurs more frequently in foreign- 
ers and is more common among 
Nevroes than whites. 

This individual shows a marked 
personality. He is reserved, a deep 
thinker, often a brilliant student, 
disinclined to go into action or to 
enter into sports and to take his 
normal place in society. He is 
prone to avoid the opposite sex 
and is more or less a recluse. He is 
introspective and analytical. 
Thoucht is his powerful weapon. 

At his best, the introvert plans 
thouchtfully f68. the future, some- 
times conferring extensive benefits 
upon mankind. At his worst. he is 
an impractical theorist, visionary 
and a dreamer. To the public, he 
appears to be distant, gloomy, un- 
friendly, and lacking in affection 
and consideration for other people. 

An early indication of mental 
lapse is a tendency to shut him- 
self off from others and from the 
world in general. He grows moody 
and indifferent. He may stand for 
a long time without moving or 
noticing any of his surroundings. 
He may shift from this to impul- 
sive cutbreaks, silliness and eva- 
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siveness. He will seldom answer @ 
question directly. 

He becomes untidy, with no in- 
terest in his appearance. He may 
develop hallucinations of persecu- 
tion. His best friends become his 
enemies. Some one is trying to 
poison him. He hears strange 
noises and voices talking to him 
in the darkness, People are all 
talking about him; he is the victim 
of conspiracies. He may feel that 
he has been hypnotized, or under 
a spell which has been cast upon 
him. His dreaming sometimes leads 
him to consider himself God. a 
saint or the leader of a new 
religion. 

I saw this happen to a splendid 
young man, an only child in one 
of our finest homes, just as he was 
graduating from college. During 
commencement week, he decided 
he was John the Baptist. 

Indeed, this type becomes the 
subject of all manner of ideas and 
imaginations. When the condition 
becomes marked they are danger- 
ous and should be confined. be- 
cause their delusions of persecution 
may cause them to become panic 
stricken and do themselves or 
others bodily harm. 

Most patients recover tempora- 
rily but after the condition is well 
advanced, it is almost sure to 
return. 

Perhaps no mental conditions 
have been studied more thoroughly 
and intensively than these two. 
The physical and nervous makeup 
are probably due to early sur- 
roundings: and influences. The 
clands of internal secretions have 
some influence. but so far we have 
not heen able to reach any definite 
conclusions. If the early symptoms 
are noted. and changes of environ- 
ment. habits and general physical 
conditions are instituted, much 
may ke accomplished. If they can 
be induced to hecome interested in 
their surrourndines and in society 
in general, the condition may be 
modified. 

When the disease becomes 
marked, confinement’ in an insti- 
tution is advisable. I sometimes 
think that a public institution is 
as good as a private one. You need 
have no fear of neglect, abuse or 
any of the other things you may 
have heard about state hospitals.

OTTAWA, Ont. (Uu)—The penetra- 
tion of United States industry in Can- 
ada, attributed to the desire of Ameri- 
can manufacturers to obtain the ben- 
efits of the British Empire tariff pre- 
ferences, is increasing, a survey by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics, Cana- 
dian Government statistical agency, re- 
veals. 

It is estimated that American manu- 
facturers have established nearly 1,500 
branch plants in Canada, and the 
large majority of the $2,000,000,000 in- 
vested in plants in the Dominion by 
foreign manufacturers is owned by 
American interests. The American cap- 
ital invested in Canada, it is revealed, 
by far exceeds British capital. 

The American penetration in Can- 
‘ada is particularly pronounced in On- 
tario, because the province extends 
farthest south and is more contiguous 
to the large centers of American man- 
ufacturing. 

Canadian economists, surveying the 
Situation, find a great difference be- 
tween the attitude of British and Am- 
erican manufacturer in locating in Ca- | 
nada. The former operates primarily 
under the disadvantages of long dis- 
tance, whereas communication between | 
American plants and Canadian subsi- | 
diaries is only a matter of equipment, | 
when urgently needed, is only a matter | 
of hours. Moreover, the British manu- | 
facturer has an enormous home mar- 
ket, in addition to being favorably lo- 
cated for foreign trade in general, and, 
being in the Empire, has all the fiscal 
preferences automatically. 

When the American manufacturer 
attempts to enter the Canadian mar- 
ket, he encounters a tariff wall, and 
the only way he can overcome this | 
impediment is by establishing a branch 
factory in Canada.

No one knows exactly when or 

where it started, Lut the Greeks 
had the first word for it—‘meli- 
tates.” Pliny praised it. The Island 
of Rhodes first supplied Europé 
: with the spicy cake. French kings 
enjoyed it and from France it was 
introduced to England, then to 
America. 

George Washington’s fa mily 
helped to popularize gingerbread 
on this side of the Atlantic. Today 
it is a favorite dessert in many 
American homes. You may have 
your own recipe — one that has 
been handed down for generations, 
or you may buy one of the pack- 
aged mixtures and simply add hot 
water or molasses (or both), pour
